Wheat will average between twenty and 
twenty-rive bushels, while some pieces 
will yield thirty. Oats will yield on an 
average of fifty to sixty.

From 1852 to 1874 there was 
not a. year without cholera cases ia the 
city. Since then, however, only two 
cases were reported, both of these occur- 
ring iii 1877.

They shall fix and designate the 
several grades of wheat to be in force each year 
after their annual meeting, and cause to be pub 
lished a circular for the use of grain dealers in 
the territory, defining the rules and regulation 
to be observed in the grades of wheat and teal 
ing the same and naming such methods and de> 
vices therein to be used in the manner of filling 
the half bushel."

Slaughter of Horse Thieves. 


HELENA, Aug. 9.—Meagre particulars have 


been received of another slaughter of horse 
thieves in the Musselsbell region one hundred 
and fifty miles northeast of here last week by 
cowboys. While in pursuit of stolen horses, a 
log house was discovered in the timbers on the 
mountain side. It was secretly watched a day 
or two, during which time several parties of men 
came and went, some by day, others by night. 
Having in possession horses, evidently stolen, it 
becoming evident that it was a horse thieves 
rendezvous. The cowboys congregrated, aad last 
Monday night crawled up to the house and 
a tacked fourteen horse thieves about the prem- 
ises at the time, and nine were killed and five 
escaped. 
The cabin was set on fire and 


burned. No particulars yet received of Gran- 
ville Stuart's cowboys with a band of horse 
thieves at the mouth of the Mnsselshell, but it 
is thought the fight must have occurred several 
days ago. The locality is over 200 milea from 
Helena with 
no telegraph communication. 


There never was a period in the history of this 
or any other territory where so much horse 
thieving was going on. The citizens are de- 
termined to stop it. tally fifty thieves have 
been hanged or shot in the past month.

This is most noticeable in the matter 
of horses, mules, cattle, sheep and swine. For 
instance, down in Minnebaba county a horse is 
valued at only $23.65, while np in Benson 
county the animal is valued at $90. It is a 
noticable fact that north of the 46th parallel

In Minne 
haha and Beadle counties a mule 1* considered. 
worth but $25 to $30, while up in Pembina, 
where Jnd LaMonre holds forth, this valuable 
beast is put in at $140. la some counties 
cattle are rated at $8 to $12, while in others 
they are valued at from $30 to $60.
